SUMMARY  OF  RETURNS  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 


Cases  Notified  or  Ascertained  during  the  month  ending 

31st  DECEMBER,  1904. 


Small-pox  showed  a  further  increase  in  prevalence,  mostly 
in  the  adjoining  urban  districts  of  Jarrow,  Hebburn,  and  Felling.  An 
outbreak  occurred  in  Spennymoor  at  the  end  of  the  month,  and 
the  disease  is  increasing  in  prevalence  in  South  Shields  County 
Borough. 

The  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  in  Stockton  declined  very 
considerably,  and  the  prevalence  of  the  disease  throughout  the 
county  was  less  than  for  many  months  past. 

Diphtheria  was  prevalent  in  Stockton  and  Blaydon,  and  to 
a  less  extent  in  Tanfield  and  the  Sunderland  R.D.,  but  the  total 
number  of  notified  cases  was  46  less  than  in  the  previous  month. 

Enteric  fever  was  somewhat  seriously  epidemic  in  Bishop 
Auckland,  but  was  not  unduly  prevalent  in  any  other  district. 

Measles  was  again  fatally  epidemic  in  many  districts,  though 
the  number  of  deaths  was  less  than  in  the  previous  month. 

The  mortality  from  whooping  cough  showed  a  slight 
increase,  and  influenza  was  reported  to  be  very  prevalent  in 
several  districts
